March 21— UlaiitK in 
por cent nbovo Iho 1927 flKuroa and 
ovorahndowinr; in volinno tlio clcatli^ 
from nil but half a acoro of tlio mo=t 
fatal cllHcnHOH, siicli as heart dlsoase 
and cancer, mortnllty duo to autonio- 
btlo mishaps In Illinois la^st year 
reached the nlarnilnff total of 2,068, 
according to a-bulletin iHflucd here 
today by Dr. Thomas H. Ixjonard, act- 
ing state health director, who re- 
ferred to automobile accidents as a 
major and srowlnp menace to llfo. 
The Increased life loll an^ounted to 7 
per cent In Chlcaeo and 25 por cent 
downstatc, while motor tnicks wore 
Involved In 13 i>er cent of all fatal ac- 
cidents. 

Pfaguea Become Mild 
"As a cause of death automobile ac- 
cidents now far surpass any of the 
ordinnry epidemic dlseasoH," the bul- 
letin reads. "Indeed the number of 
fatalities last year resulting from ac- 
cidents InvolvlnK motor vehicles was 
considerably greater than that from 
diphtheria, measles, typhoid fever, in- 
fantile paralysis, measles, scarlet 
fever, smallpox and monlngltlea com- 
bined. Those diseases, some of wliich 
were once regarded as man's worst 
plagues, are now mild and Inslgnlfl- 
cant compared with this new, man- 
made lia/.ard of llfo. 

"At the root of the dlfaculty Is the 
fact that the use of mechanical 
energy has Increased at u far greater" 
rate than the maximum speed limit ; 
of man's caiwclty for' adjusting him- 1 
self to the now environment which I 
machines have created. Fifty years ^ 
ago there was no reason for the child | 
ot play or the pedestrian on the 
street to ho Incessantly alert for Ma \ 
life. Few individuals then had com- 
mand over mechanical power that re- 
quired everlasting vigilance and self 
control to keep It from being changed 
■ from a blessing to a. curse. Fifty 
years are too short a period In which 
to change the traditional menial 
habits ot the whole population of 
civilized nations to this new situa- 
tion. 

Laws Are Needed 
"Trafnc laws of various kinds will 
help to speed man's adjustment to 
the machine age. To license drivers 
and deny the privilege of driving to 
the rcchlesB will help some. Ultl- 
mate solution of the problem depends, 
howovcr. upon education. People 
will simply have to learn that chancu 
taking with mechanical power Is a 
cardinal sin loo deadly for Indulg- 
ence." 

Wedding Galled Off 
After Feast Is Held; 
Hereditary Blindness 
Makes Law Active 



Milwaukee, March 2t — Tragedy 
which has hung over a family of 
Greek ImmlgranlH here for 18 years 
has reached a climax with the law 
stepping in to prevent the marriage 
of a 17-year-old girl of the family he- 
cause she Buffers from "hereditary", 
blludnoBS. I 

Thero are 11 children In the fam- 
ily. Four others have died. For 
years they have been more or less on 
the charity of the city or of private 
organizations. One by one the chil- 
dren, as they arrive at the ago of 
about 13, have suffered from the 
strange afttlctlon that gradually de- 
prives them of their Bight. 

The best Bpeclallsts the city pro- 
fldes have admitted themBolvos per- 
plexed by the case. ^They have found 
no disease which would account for 
tho blindness, althongh Impaired 
mental development Ib apparent. No 
treatment has proved olfectlvo. 

Thoro wore a few hours of gnyety 
In the squalid homo a week ago when 
tho ongagoment of the 17-yoa^Qld 
daughter was nunounced. In accord- 
ance with ancient Greek cnstoni 
thoro was a feast and friends flocked 
in. T^elvo chickens, two lambs and 
a pig were Blaughtered. Then tho 
law stepped In to prevent tho wed- 
ding. 



Some persons complain about the 
weather.

According to Mrs. Tldmarsh, 
some children call the'etflco at noon 
as Boon na they come from school, 
and keep calling until It Is time to 
return to school for tho afternoon 
session. Mrs. Tldmarsh says that the 
operatorfl like to tell the time ot day 
unless they are rushed. Even then 
they like to accommodate persons who 
really want to know— especially per- 
sons such as farmers and others liv- 
ing in outlying districts. 

Changed Her Mind 
Tho main dlfnculty In a resort com- 
munity, Mrs. TIdmarah says, Is that 
In the winter the girls have all tho 
time necessary to do special favors, 
hut In the summer there are thous- 
ands ot visitors to the lake region. 
the favors cannot he granted — and 
then tho operators are accused of be- 
ing sntpplah and cross. 

Mrs. Tldmarsh tells of a wonutn 
who came to tlio local telephone of- 
fice last summer to give a complaint 
of service. It was nece3sar>* for the 
woman to wait 20 minutes since thr 
girls were so busy. Finally, when 
she was glvon atidlence, she remark- 
ed: 





"I have not a word to say. I came 
to offer complaint, but now I have 
nothing to offer but praise." 

Mrs. TIdmarah says that she would 
like to have persons come to tho of- 
fice In the summer to visit during the 
rush season. 

Not Sol Not Sol 
"Sometimes the operator Ib accuR- 
ed of not ringing a number," Mrn. 
Tldmarsli oxplalnH, "but numbers are 
always rung. Such accusations arc— 
ohl they're not Ro! They're not so!" 
And hero tho nmnnger threw up her 
hands In amazement. To think that 
persons would even think of such 
a thing! Some persons complain 
that the operators must have a 
grudge against them, but again Mrs. 
Manager exclaims: "It lan't so!" 

Mrs. Tldnmrslt does wish persons 
calling would look In the directories 
for the numbers, and not call for a' 
party by name. Kven tho girls who 
have been on sen'lce longest do not 
know all the n\uiiberH. The opera- 
tors will call physicians without num* 
bora, and If physicians are not at 
home will try different numbers un- 
til the doctor Is located. 

A great many expressions ot ap- 
preciation reach the telephone ofllco. 
During the Christmas holidays the 
girls were literally ahowored with re- 
membrances.

Mrs. Tldmarsh says thero Is some- 
thing fascinating about the telephono 
business. Once you start to work in 
It, is is difficult to give it up. Tele- 
phone girls are very, very human. 
They treat the subscriber as well as 
possible— and they deserve the same 
sort of treatment.

Shipments of those pro- 
ducts from Union county alone 
amounted to 3S2 carloads a year as 
on average for tho four-year period. 
1U21 to 1U27, inclusive. The growing 
of truck crops for ehlpment to north- 
ern markets has been an Important 
phase of tanning In certain localities 
of southern IlUnois for tho past CO or 
70 years.

Tho form- 
er typo sometimes bus as many as 
five tubea. The gourd whistle baa a 
mouthpiece and aiunll apertures to 
tbt» number of ton or twolvo.
